You can wash away that 'morning after' feeling with 
a Christmas Day dash to the water in Charmouth, or 
a New Year's Day splash in Lyme Regis - and don't 
forget your fancy dress! 

It sounds crazy and, yes, it will be cold, but that 
doesn't put off hundreds of brave souls who dash into 
the waves wearing wigs, tinsel, rubber rings, fairy 
wings or wielding pirate swords, some making 
the events part of their own Christmas and New Year 
traditions by returning year after year. 


Well done to them all, because not only do they bring 
festive cheerto hundreds of onlookers, they also help 
to raise thousands of pounds for charity. 

The Christmas Day swim in Charmouth is held annually 
in aid of the RNLI, while the New Year's Day Lyme 
Lunge raises funds for Rotary Club charities. 
And don't worry, the lifeboat crew will be on hand 
at both events to make sure everyone stays safe in 
the waves, while hot toddies and soup are usually on 
offer on the beach. 

Both events have become a firm staple in the local 
festive calendar - a favourite way for the over¬ 


indulged to get rid of that pesky hangover before 
granny comes over, or work off that whole tub of 
Quality Streets you ate last night (although that 
may require a little more vigorous swimming!). 
And come rain, shine or snow they attract bigger 
crowds each year. 

The Christmas Day Swim in Charmouth will be 
at 11am and the New Year's Day Lunge on Lyme Regis 
beach will be at 1pm sharp. The swimmers don't 
hang around long after their ice cold dip, so if 
you want to admire the costumes and soak up the 
festive atmosphere, it's advised to get there about 
half an hour early.

FROM its quaint, cobbled courtyard to its countless 
local crafts, there aren't many better places to get 
into the festive spirit than at the Town Mill. 

Described as Lyme Regis' hidden gem, the historic 
working watermill was fully restored in the 1990s and 
now sits at the centre of the town's 'artisan quarter', 
off Coombe Street. 

A whole programme of Christmas events will be 
held at the mill over the festive period, while its 
all-year-round attractions include a micro-brewery, 
two art galleries, cafe and restaurant, Kate's 
Kitchen selling local produce, as well as a jewellers, 
stonemasons, potters and dress-makers. 

Treat the children to a magical visit to Father 
Christmas by climbing the winding staircase to 
his grotto on the sack floor, right at the very top of 
the mill. Children will be able to ice a Christmas 


cookie to take home before meeting the 'man in red' 
for photos and a gift. 

A trip to the grotto costs just £4 per child (£6 for 
two siblings or £10 for three). Families also have the 
option to join the miller-guided tour to learn more 
about the working watermill and the flour production 
process. You can even pick up a bag of Town Mill spelt, 
wholemeal or rye flours, milled in the traditional way 
and perfect for Christmas baking. 

Father Christmas will be welcoming visitors from 
12noon to 3pm, every day from Saturday, December 
16th to Friday, December 22nd but spaces are limited 
so booking is highly recommended. 

Scottie's Xmas Trees will be bringing their 
home-grown fir trees to the Town Mill this Christmas, 
freshly cut from their family farm just outside 
Floniton. In addition to their trees, they will also be

Join the Town Mill for its own 'Stir-Up Sunday' on 
Sunday, December 3rd from 10.30am to 3pm, when 
the whole family are invited to mix up ingredients 
for your own homemade Christmas pudding. Everyone 
takes a turn to stir the pudding mix from east to 
west and make a special wish for the year ahead 
at this traditional event, and you will go home with a 
pudding ready to be steamed. 

Visitors will also be able to assemble and decorate 
their own freshly-baked gingerbread house. The mill 


will supply edible walls and a roof, you can get as 
creative as you like with icing and sweets. 

The Courtyard Gallery will transform into a festive 
pop-up shop selling vintage, retro and crafted items 
for the whole of December. 

'Pop Up Vintage' will be in its seventh year at the Town 
Mill, and promises to be a veritable Aladdin's cave of 
lovely things - crafted, sourced, cleaned, repaired, 
renovated, recycled and all at attractive prices. 

Over in the Malthouse Gallery, a Winter Art Fair 
will be running until December 13th, showcasing the 
talents of a select group of Town Mill Arts members. 

From December 16th to January 2nd, visitors will be 
able to discover unique, handmade gifts in the 
'Unwrapped' show, promoting a range of gorgeous 
items made by designers, makers and artists from 
across the South West.

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THE steep and idyllic setting of Broad Street 
in Lyme Regis lends itself to creating one of 
the prettiest Christmas lights displays on the 
south coast. 

Residents eagerly await the big switch-on each 
year - the official start of Christmas in Lyme 
Regis - and the impressive display seems to 
continuously out-do itself, with more and more 
people come each year to see the lights 
twinkling above Lyme's Georgian architecture. 

The ever-improving display has become the true 
legacy of six-times Mayor of Lyme Regis, the 
late Barbara Austin MBE. Fed up of Lyme's bleak 
Christmas illuminations, she set up a committee 
and worked tirelessly to raise thousands of 
pounds each year, transforming the town into a 
winter wonderland. 

Since her death shortly after the 2012 
switch-on, the Christmas Lights Committee has 
continued her good work under chairman 


Christine Lovell, and Barbara has been honoured 
with a special lantern outside the Royal Lion Hotel. 

The big switch-on is always carried out in true 
Lyme fashion - a parade, Father Christmas, fake 
snow, jolly festive tunes, warming mulled wine 
and plenty of "oohs" and "ahhs". Even the 
grumpiest of Scrooges will struggle not to get 
into the Christmas spirit! 

This year's festivities will be held on Saturday, 
December 2nd. Children are invited to join in a 
Christmas lantern-making workshop at the 
Baptist Church Hall starting at 3pm, or to bring 
along their pre-made creations for the annual 
lantern competition and parade. 

Judging of lanterns will be held after the 
workshop at 4.30pm and the parade, including 
Father Christmas and Lyme Regis Majorettes, 
will set off down Broad Street at 5.15pm with 
the street lighting up as it goes. The big moment 


will follow with the Mayor of Lyme Regis, 
Councillor Michaela Ellis, switching on the tree 
at 5.30pm. 

The huge Christmas tree which stands at the 
bottom of Broad Street tops off the festive 
display and will be the focal point as the 
traditional'Carols Round the Tree'service is held 
on Saturday, December 23rd from 7pm, with 
songs led by Lyme Regis Town Band. 

The carol service is a festive favourite among 
residents and visitors, and has been organised 
by the Rotary Club of Lyme Regis for 58 years. 

The Rotary Club will also be holding their annual 
Christmas street collection in both Lyme Regis 
and Charmouth on December 21st, 22nd and 
23rd, with funds raised this year going to Dorset 
charity TheHorseCourse, which helps young 
people to overcome serious problems, including 
behavioural issues. v

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ALTHOUGH always a fan of Arthur Conan Doyle's 
work, it wasn't until David Ruffle moved to Lyme 
Regis that he started writing his own stories based 
on the famous author's beloved characters, 
Sherlock Holmes and Dr Watson. 

Originally from Northamptonshire and later living 
in Oxfordshire, David first visited Lyme Regis in 
January 2004 and, having fallen in love with the 
town, he moved here the same year. 

It was in his new hometown that he was first 
inspired to put pen to paper, starting with 
poetry and short ghost stories, and eventually 
self-publishing his first Sherlock Holmes pastiche, 
'Sherlock Holmes and the Lyme Regis Horror'. 

"I've always been a big fan of Sherlock Holmes," 
said David. 

"There's so many pieces of work in that market, so 
I started picking up books by authors other than 
Conan Doyle. Some didn't really work, but instead 
of criticising them I decided to write one myself. 

"It just started out as a small scene in Baker Street 
and I came back to it several months later." 

David's debut became the second best-selling novel 
in local bookshop Serendip. He was later picked up 
by MX Publishing - the world's largest Sherlock 
Holmes publisher - and has continued to bring 
tales of murder and mystery to the streets of Lyme 
Regis, with 'Sherlock Holmes and the Lyme Regis 
Legacy' and 'Sherlock Holmes and the Lyme Regis 
Trials' completing his first trilogy. 


The budding author took a different approach with 
'Holmes and Watson End Peace' - a story made up 
completely of dialogue between Holmes and a 
dying Watson - and the risk paid off as the book 
won David his best reviews yet. 

His love for Conan Doyle's characters have also 
seen David branch out into children's literature, 
having released the popular 'Sherlock Holmes and 
the Missing Snowman' for Christmas 2012, 
illustrated by local artist Rikey Austin. 

In more recent years, David has moved away from 
his favourite characters to write his "dark and 
disturbing" tale 'The Abyss', telling the story of Jack 
The Ripper from the serial killer's own perspective, 
as well as those of his victims. In complete 
contrast, he has also written a comedy trilogy 
'A Twist of Lyme', which includes a few familiar 
names and places. 

But it seems the appeal and intrigue of Holmes and 
Watson is as strong as ever, as David is currently 
working on another novel 'Sherlock Holmes and 
the Scarborough Affair' with his partner Gill, as 
well as an 'autobiography' of Dr Watson and a stage 
adaptation of his first novel, 'Sherlock Holmes and 
the Lyme Regis Horror'. 

David, who has also worked at local newsagents 
Quality Corner in Lyme Regis since 2010, has built 
up quite a following for his work across the globe. 
He has contributed short stories to Holmes and 
Watson collections, had his books translated into 
Russian, Italian and Spanish, and 'Sherlock Holmes 



and the Missing Snowman' has been used as a study 
aid in schools in Scotland and America. 


Speaking about the challenges of writing about 
such famed characters, David commented: "I often 
get asked whether permission is needed to use 
the characters of Holmes, Watson, etc. In fact, the 
characters are in the public domain and have been 
since the year 2000, although long before that date 
authors were using the characters. 

"I try to replicate the rhythm of Conan Doyle, 
because his writing had a very distinct rhythm 
unlike other Victorian writers. Hopefully people 
see a lot of Conan Doyle in there, but obviously you 
have to put a lot of yourself into it as well."
